Rescued After 
Being Trapped 
58 Hours 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - For 


58 hours Frank Carbonara lay 
trapped in darkness, unable to 
move. 


"I thought I was dead," he 


said later. 


He could hear the heavy 


equipment pulling away the rub- 
ble of a Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital which collapsed in 
Tuesday's earthquake. 


As more and more bodies 


were removed from the wreck- 
age, hope faded that any survi- 
vors would be found. 


But when workers lifted a 


large concrete slab from the de- 
bris Thursday, there lay Car- 
bonara, a 68-year-old hospital 
dietician. 


He was gaunt, his lips were 


parched, his left hand was a 
purple bruise, but he was alive. 


"Hi," he said to his rescuers. 
Talking in a whisper to news- 


men from a bed at Harbor Gen- 
eral Hospital, where he was tak- 
en by helicopter, Carbonara 
said he thought he was saved 
because of his prayers. 


His wife of 38 years agreed. 
Rescuers said Carbonara was 


protected by a large metal tub 
which shielded his head from 
the weight of the rubble. 


His brother-in-law, Joe Di- 


Nicolo, was at the rescue site 
and said a bulldozer nearly ran 
over Carbonara before he was 
sighted. "We found a Uve one!" 
a rescue worker shouted. 


"I'm happy to be alive and 


anxious to see my family," Car- 
bonara said. He said he thought 
he had gone sleepless through- 
out the ordeal and "I wasn't 
able to move." 


Dr. Justin Ban said Carbon- 


ara had chest and hand injuries 
but was in good condition for a 
inaii of his age. 


"The reason he survived." the 


doctor said, "is luck."

Lindsay said the money, for 


urban renewal, sewer and water 
construction, public housing and 
model cities, is needed by vir- 
tually every major city. 


The members of the Legisla- 


tive Action Committee of the 
U.S. 
Conference 
of Mayors 


toured urban renewal sites with 
San Francisco Mayor Joseph 
Alioto, who said, "There are 
3,000 units of desperately need- 
ed housing that can be started 
right away if we have a com- 
mitment of federal funds." 


Lindsay said administration 


budget proposals for next year 
"shortchange the cities by pro- 
viding funding for urban pro- 
grams far below the level au- 
thorized by Congress." 


"There is a consistent pattern 


of cutbacks and reductions of 
urban programs, and a lower 
priority of funds for cities in the 
budget," he said. 


For example, Lindsay said, 


the summer Youth Corps pro- 
gram would be cut by $32 mil- 
lion while cities would increase 
their share of support from 10 
per cent to 20 per cent of the 
program, and the Community 
Action Program would be cut by 
$22.4 million with the local 
share going up from 20 per cent 
to 25 per cent. 


"Over-all, we view this budget 


as a severe setback for the cit- 
ies," Lindsay said.

Selb Official 
Is Acquitted 
by U.S. Jury 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) — 


James fownley of Hurst, Tex., 
was acquitted Thursday night 
on a charge of conspiring to 
conceal defective parts made 
for the Fill airplane. The pre- 
siding judge said he was "in- 
clined to disagree" with the 
verdict. 


The U.S. District Court jury 


also found Townley innocent on 
14 counts of malting false rep- 
resentation on various reports. 
Judge J. Smith Henley did not 
criticize the jury's findings on 
those counts. 


The jury returned the verdict 


after deliberating more than 
three hours and taking a one- 
hour supper break.

Townley, a former uality 
assurance supervisor for Gen- 
eral Dynamics Corp. of Fort 
Worth, Tex., told inspectors for 
Selb Manufacturing Co. of Wal- 
nut Ridge to alter discrepancies 
in wing pivot support plates in 
inspection reports. General Dy- 
namics is the prime contractor 
for the Fill and Selb manufac- 
tured parts for the fighter- 
bomber. 


After the verdict was an- 


nounced, Henley said he be- 
lieved Townley played a "lead- 
ing role" in what he termed the 
"Selb conspiracy." 


Emmett Colvin of Dallas, one 


Townley's attorneys, contend- 
ed in his closing argument 
Thursday that Townley had 
been set up as a "sacrificial 
goat." 


Colvin described what he said 


were two "gans" — the "Selb 
gang" at Walnut Ridge and the 
"top of the rock gang" at Gen- 
eral Dynamics. He said that 
when the two groups realized 
they were in trouble they 
formed a "game plan." 


He said the first step in the 


plan was the formation of a 
verification team which found 
some defective parts on some 
of the planes. He said the sec- 
ond step was to make Townley 
"their sacrificial goat." 


"Now they are prepared for 


the publicity," Colvin said, 
said. "Now they are prepared 
for it coming to light ... Now 
they are prepared to offer up a 
lamb to take their place. He 
(Townley) was caught up and 
squashed by the top of the rock 
gang." 


U.S. Atty. W. H. Dillahunty 


charged that Townley was a 
-crack, a flaw" in the govern- 
ment's assumption that honest 
people were fulfilling govern- 
ment contracts. 


N. Ireland 
is Headed 
for Crisis

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — Northern Ireland is an 
armed camp that seems to be 
heading for crisis, both econom- 
ic and military. 


Senior officials believe it is 


only a matter of time before the 
Irish Republican Army renews 
guerrilla tactics which in the 
past week have caused 11 
deaths. They are afraid that un- 
less the IRA can be stopped 
•quickly Northern Ireland's Pro- 
testants will react angrily. 


"The gun is back in Irish poli- 


tics," an official said. "All Irish 
history shows that when that 
happens the result is a bloodlet- 
ting. 


Underlining this, five explo- 


sions resounded in central Bel- 
fast early today, but large num- 
bers of troops and police called 
out to seek damage and casual- 
ties reported neither. 


The current violence comes 


from IRA's Provisional whig, 
composed of Roman Catholic 
nationalists trying to expel the 
British army and unite the 
mainly Protestant province with 
the Catholic-dominated Republ- 
ic of Ireland to the south. 


The Provisional have many 


rifles and automatic weapons 
and apparently possess a large 
supply of gelignite, a type of dy- 
namite. This explosive was used 
Tuesday in a booby trap that 
killed five civilians. 


On the other side, the similar- 


ly outlawed Ulster Volunteer 
Force also is well armed and 
trained. It is dedicated to main- 
taining Protestant rule in the 
six counties North and rejecting 
any link with .the Republic. 
'•*" At the moment the UVF is 
largely passive but military offi- 
cials do not expect this situation 
to continue if IRA activity is 
stepped up. 


In between the outlawed 


forces is the embattled British 
force which came in August 1969 
to head off a bloodbath between 
Protestants and Catholics in 
Belfast's back streets. 


The military situation and the 


economic ills behind it make a 
somber setting for the 50th anni- 
versary of the Northern Ireland 
government formed by the par- 
tition of Ireland. 


Recent reinforcements have 


brought the British army's 
strength in Ulster to 7,400 men, 
and it is clear that they are hav- 
ing trouble keeping the peace 
even before Northern Ireland's 
"marching 
season" 
begins. 


Each spring and summer Catho- 
lic and Protestant organizations 
stage parades and counter-pa- 
rades, and at the height of last 
year's marching season 12,000 
British soldiers were in the 
province. Units were called in 
from Germany, Cyprus and 
Malta.

Group Trying 
to Get Youths 
to the Polls

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


years before the 1972 election, 
10 young people are spearhead- 
ing a drive to give the Now Gen- 
eration some electoral clout. 


They organized the Youth Cit- 


izenship Fund, Inc., six months 
ago and, armed with $40,000 in 
foundation funds, set out to re- 
gister the country's 11 million 
18-to-20 year olds. The Fund 
also is working to encourage 21- 
to-24 year olds to vote. 


"Historically, 
2l-to-24 year 


olds have the poorest voting 
record of any age group in the 
country," said 
23-year-old 


Charles Gonzales of New Iberia, 
La., a Fund staff member who 
dropped out of New Mexico's 
College of Santa Fe to lobby for 
the 18-year-old vote. 


"We're trying to deal with the 


problems of apathy and disillu- 
sionment so many young people 
face with the electoral process," 
Gonzales said in an interview. 
"We want to impress kids with 


• tflb idea that they have power if 
they vote together." 


The Fund also has a problem 


in impressing many state legis- 
latures that teen-agers should 
vote at all. When the Supreme 
Court ruled last December that 
18-year olds have the right to 
vote in federal elections, it said 
the franchise in state and local 
elections remains within the jur- 
isdiction of the individual states. 
So far, only nine states have 
dropped the voting age below 
21. 


The group is testing its two- 


pronged registration and educa- 
tion program in four areas 
which have already dropped the 
voting age from 21: Chicago, 
Louisville, Ky., 
Boston 
and 


Washington, D.C. 


"In 
Kentucky," 
Gonzales 


said, "we're going to set up 
branch registration programs in 
each high school and college if 
the county clerks agree. 


"And in Boston, the public 


school system has agreed to be- 
gin work on developing new cur- 
ricula in the social studies pro- 
gram. Before the kids actually 
start registering, they'll be pro- 
vided with citizenship education 
and registration material." 


The Fund's advisory council 


includes John 
W. Gardner, 


chairman of Common Cause; 
Mrs. Bruce B. Benson, national 
president of the League of Wom- 
en Voters; Dr. S.I. Hayakawa, 
president of San Francisco State 
College, 
and 
Dr. 
Margaret 


Mead, the anthropologist. 


Financial assistance has been 


provided by John D. Rockefeller 
3rd, the Stern Family Fund, the 
Eugene and Agnes Meyer Foun- 
dation, the Episcopal Church 
Center 
and Western 
Union. 


Each staff member receives a 
weekly salary of $125. 


If the Fund's efforts to regis- 


ter the country's young people 
succeed, will they vote like their 
parents, as some experts have 
predicted? 


"I don't think so," said Gon- 


zales. "Our surveys show kids 
are interested in different is- 
sues: stopping pollution, ending 
the war and equal rights for all 
people. 


"They place more emphasis 


on human concerns and they're 
not as oriented towards bu- 
reaucracy and production 
as 


their parents are."

Scientists 
Intrigued by 
Moon Rock

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Moon rocks and astro- 
nauts come under careful scru- 
tiny again today as evaluation 
of the Apollo 14 mission contin- 
ues In the isolation of the Lunar 
Receiving Laboratory. 


During the first day in the 


two-week quarantine hi the lab 
Friday, astronaut Edgar D. 
Mitchell acknowledged he had 
conducted a personal experi- 
ment in mental telepathy during 
the flight and scientists became 
intrigued by a mysterious white 
rock. 


It had been reported earlier 


that Mitchell tried to send sym- 
bols by mental telepathy to a 
Chicago man who claims to be a 
psychic. 


A space agency spokesman in 


the lab said Mitchell confirmed 
he did conduct an experiment in 
mental telepathy but the astro- 
nauts declined to discuss it fur- 
ther. 


The experiment 
was 
de- 


scribed as a personal project 
and in no way interfered with 
Mitchell's duties on the moon 
flight, which ended Tuesday 
with splashdown in the South 
Pacific. 


Mitchell and his crewmates, 


Alan B. Shepard Jr. and Stuart 
A. Roosa, are confined to the 
lab until Feb. 26 on the remote 
chance they brought germs 
back to earth. Few scientists be- 
lieve there are germs on the 
moon. 


The astronauts are spending 


the first few days in quarantine 
discussing technical and engi- 
neering details of the nine-day 
mission with experts. Discus- 
blon & conducted t&TPUgh a 
glass panel equipped with a 
communications system. 


In another section of the labo- 


ratory, scientists opened the 
first box of moon rocks collect- 
ed by Shepard and Mitchell in 
the Fra Mauro highlands a 
week ago. 


The container opened Friday 


had about nine pounds of the 95 
pounds of material brought to 
earth by the astronauts. But in 
it was a three-inch-long chip off 
a large white rock which the 
moonwalkers described while on 
the surface. 


Geologists have speculated it 


might be part of the primitive 
lunar crust that they theorize 
underlies the area. 


"Nobody knows what the rock 


is and obviously there is going 
to have to be a lot of work," 
said Dr. Robin Brett, chief of 
the geochemistry branch at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center.

Still Without 
Administrator

(AP) — Five months after Dr. 
Thomas 0. Paine resigned as 
head of the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration, 
President Nixon has still to 
name a permanent chief for the 
money-short agency. 


"We are at the peril point," 


Paine declared when he re- 
signed the $37,000-a-year assign- 
ment in September to become a 
vice president of General Elec- 
tric Co. He referred to deep 
congressional cuts in the NASA 
budget and the layoff of tens of 
thousands of technicians, engi- 
neers and managers. 


At its peak, NASA had 35,000 


civil servants and a total of 
420,000 persons were directly in- 
volved in the space program as 
contractor employes. Now these 
figures are down to 31,000 and 
150,000. 


Congressional support bit an 


all-time low last April after the 
near-disaster of the Apollo 13 
mission, aborted near the moon 
because of an oxygen tank ex- 
plosion. 


The successful landing on the 


moon last week by the Apollo H 
astronauts could dampen some 
of the congressional opposition, 
but more down-to-earth projects 
are vying strongly for the budg- 
et dollar.

saved thousands of lives. After the disaster, A.I.D. provided 
emergency relief, including the use of ten helicopters which 
in 25 days flew more than 1,250 sorties and delivered more 
than a million pounds of supplies to the helpless survivors. 


The emergency relief phase is now over. Looking ahead, to 


help Pakistani farmers to recover from the loss of rice crops, 
the U.S. has allocated 200,000 tons of wheat and rice. A.I.D. 
airlifted 21,000 pounds of fast-growing vegetable seeds to the 
area in time for January planting, and A.1.13. financing is ex- 
pected to help with some of the major works of the Pakistan 
government's rehabilitation plans. Altogether, A.I.D. has al- 
located $28 million in U.S. dollars and food to help the people 
of East Pakistan in their recovery from the cyclone.

It was 
placed in a cabinet of dry nitro- 
gen gas and the outside was 
sterilized throughout the night 
with peracetic acid. 


Additional rocks arrived with 


the astronauts, but the bulk of 
the 95 pounds will come next 
week with the quarantine trailer 
that was aboard the New Or- 
leans.

B E R M U D A —(NEA) — 


When Mark Twain sailed on 
the first luxury cruise ship 
to Bermuda, he thought he 
would hate it. 


What could there be out in 


the middle of the Atlantic 
except fish and water? And 
Twain had seen plenty of 
both g r o w i n g up on the 
banks of the Mississippi. 


He was surprised. The is- 


land delighted him. That 
was back in 1887 and al- 
though since Twain's first 
visit the island has changed 
and the tourist trade has 
blossomed, B e r m u d a still 
surprises people. 


There is a tendency to 


group Bermuda with the Ba- 
hamas or "those islands in 
the Caribbean," but it is 
miles away from them, liter- 
ally and figuratively. The 
island is 600 miles off the 
coast of South Carolina, not 
south of Florida, as the other 
islands are. The climate is 
cooler. A tourist in Bermuda 
in December has need of a 
coat, not a bathing suit. And 
the a t m o s p h e r e there is 
more New England proper 
than tropical paradise. That 
is because Bermuda is Brit- 
ain's oldest colony and al- 
though she has political au- 
tonomy, c u l t u r a l l y she is 
very much tied to the moth- 
er country. 


The sand on the beaches 


really is pink and the Atlan- 
tic sparkles turquoise blue in 
the semi-tropical sun, but 
one is more likely to see an 
Anglo-Saxon in business suit 
on motorbike than "qaint na- 
tives" in island garb. 


And the people who go to 


Bermuda are looking for re- 
laxation, not neon lights. 
Gambling c a s i n o s , which 
flourish in other vacation 
spots, are outlawed here. On 
the island, golf and water 
sports are the main attrac- 
tions. 


Bermuda is a mini-world 


w h e r e n a r r o w , twisting 
roads slice across the island. 
Only small foreign cars and 
motorbikes are used and the 
speed limit is 20 miles per 
hour. Cars were not even 
permitted on the island until 
after World War II and now 
r e s i d e n t s are limited, by 
law, to one car per family. 


Fairyland houses painted 


and framed by hibiscus, bou- 
gainvillaea and o l e a n d e r 
perch on hills overlooking 
the water. Palm and paw 
paw trees fringe the road- 
ways. 


In Hamilton, stores like 


Trimingham's and Cooper's 
line Front Street, offering 
bargains in china, linen, per- 
lume and sweaters. Liquor 
stores attract tourists with 
their wholesale prices. And 
across the street from the 
shopping district is the har- 
bor where cruise ships dock 
and fishing boats and pleas- 
ure craft lay at anchor. 


In St George. Bermuda's 


original capital, streets that 
are no more than alleys wind 
their way from a cobbled 
square where reconstructed 
stocks and pillories are mon- 
uments to 17th century Brit- 
ish rule 


In a recession ecommu. 


Bermuda still maintains its 
Icmrist trade One reason is 


that the island is close to the 
States, making travel there 
relatively inexpensive (air- 
lines such as Eastern have 
roundtrip f l i g h t s for less 
than $125 from New York). 
The undertones of racial ten- 
sion on islands in the Ba- 
hamas and the Caribbean 
also boost Bermuda's trade, 
since black-white relations 
there are relatively good. 


"We had a demonstration 


a few years back," one Ber- 
mudian explained. "Blacks 
were not allowed to sit in the 
same seats as whites in the 
movie t h e a t e r s and they 
were protesting. The day 
after the protest, the govern- 
ment passed a law barring 
all discrimination." 


Tourists can choose ac- 


commodations ranging from 
$45-a-day rooms at a luxury 
hotel like the Princess in 
H a m i l t o n to a $12-a-day 
guest house on the island. 


The Princess, bought by 


billionaire D. K. Ludwig in 
1959, houses 1,000 guests at 
peak season (from June to 
September) and has a staff 
of 600 to service their needs. 
It has special facilities to 
house c o n v e n t i o n groups 
since Bermuda's winters are 
too cold for tourist trade and 
rates are cut to lure large 
groups to the island. 


Being a mini-world, Ber- 


muda is a nice place to visit 
(the pace is relaxed and the 
scenery intoxicating) but liv- 
ing there year-'round could 
get confining. 


Hotel workers, many of 


whom are from Germany, 
Italy and Holland, say they 
need to "get away" every 
few months to find some ex- 
citement. 


Even Twain, who liked the 


island so much he started his 
very own club there. The 
Angel Fish, never s t a y e d 
more than a vacation.

That makes the difference, 


says the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, between your mid- 
dle-of-the-road style of living 
and the Joneses high stand- 
ard of living. If, that is, 
yours is the typical urban 
American family of four, of 
which the BLS has quite an 
exact description. 


And, as it turns out, you 


don't really want to keep up 
with the Joneses, after all. 
What do they get out of life, 
for 
all that 
money 
they 


throw around? Mostly, more 
taxes to pay. 


That is the biggest single 


difference 
i n expenditures 


listed in the "intermediate 
budget" and "high budget" 
breakdowns made by the 
BLS. Respectively, they total 
$10,933 and $15,971 a year. 
More accurately, that was 
the cost of living last spring; 
the bureau has just pub- 
lished studies b a s e d on 
prices at that time. 


The BLS family consists of 


an employed husband, nori- 
working wife, a boy who's 
13 and a girl, 8. They have 
" a v e r a g e inventories of 
clothing, home furnishings, 
major durables and other 
equipment." So the figures 
above don't include any ma- 
jor, 
unusual 
expenditures. 


The bureau 
figures, 
each 


year, budget what this fam- 
ily needs for three different 
levels of living—low, inter- 
mediate and high. 


Between the intermediate 


and the high budgets, there's 
little variation—with one ex- 
ception—in the percentage 
of family income spent on 
the major categories. The 
figures:

more cash passing through 
the hands of the high-living 
Joneses. And since almost 
half of the budget, in either 
family, goes for housing and 
food, 
this 
is 
where 
the 


Joneses are most conspicous- 
ly spending more. 


They spend $326 a month 


to keep a roof over their 
heads, while their more fru- 
gal neighbors spend $215 a 
month. The Joneses spend 
$13 a week more on food. 


And there is the shocker- 


what the BLS says a family 
of four has to spend on food 
these days (or worse, last 
spring). It's $47.90 a week in 
the 
intermediate budget, 


$60.81 a week in the high. 


On the whole, in terms of 


consumer goods, the Joneses 
aren't really living all that 
much higher than the family 
with $5,000 less to spend. Dis- 
regard taxes, Social Security, 
insurance 
and 
such pay- 


ments, and the Joneses art- 
getting only $1,857 worth of 
goods and services 
more 


than the intermediate family. 


So quit trying to keep up. 


It doesn't pay.

Vingo. 


"They didn't even have a 
stretcher. I heard that six 
guys carried me out of the 
ring." 


Another belief was that 


Rocky Marciano was helping 
Vingo financially. In fact, 
after Marciano died in a 
plane crash on August 31, 
1969, 
the New York Times 


obituary read: "Despite his 
reputation for conservative 
spending, Marciano had a 
list of beneficiaries to whom 
he sent money regularly. One 
of these was Carmine Vin- 
go . . ." 


("The only thing we ever 


got from Rocky were prom- 
ises," said Cathy Vingo re- 
cently. "He'd tell Carmine 
that he'd have something go- 
ing for him soon, to put him 
in some business, that he had 
some property for him in 
Florida, that he'd have a 
benefit 
for him. Nothing. 


Each man is for himself in 
the fight game. That's the 
game.") 


"I didn't care," said Car- 


mine, blowing on his hands 
in the lobby. "But my wife 
gets mad about it. I didn't 
push Rocky or Al Weill, his 
manager. 
Maybe if I'da1 


pushed . . . But I'm not thd 
type. Rocky, he was one of 
the nicest guys you'd ever 
want to talk to. I'd go up to 
his training camp in the 
mountains. And I was at his 
wedding and met his family, 
wonderful people, his aunts 
and cousins and uncles. And 
I went to his funeral. Paid 
my own way. My wife came 
in one morning and said, 
'Carmine, I got 
terrible 


news. The radio said Rocky 
Marciano was killed in a 
plane crash.' 


"I never asked Rocky for
